Dear Editor, 


I noted in Dean Diana Lee Lucker’s April 
“Dean’s Letter” that the Executive Board 
and the Program Committee are looking 
into issues of attendance at Guild spon- 
sored events. Id like to throw one obser- 
vation into the pot: Twin Cities traffic. 


Having lived in or near the Twin Cities for 
my whole life, I’ve been a driver here since 
the mid-1960s. Since 1984 I have been a 
commuter, today doing a suburb-to-suburb 
commute every day. Over these years the 
traffic situation has gotten worse and 
worse. Now I spend from 1.5 to 3 hours 
getting to and from work every day. By 
the time I get home every evening, my 
nerves are frazzled and I’m ex- 

hausted. Going out to any kind of event on 
a week-night is just not feasible. 


I used to be fairly active in the Guild, hav- 
ing been sub-dean for quite a few years. It 
was just about the time that I gave up that 
office that the commuting started getting to 
me, and for self-preservation I placed a 
moratorium on my own evening activi- 
ties. To avoid the worst of the morning 
traffic I get up early, so I go to bed around 
9:30 pm. Most evening events start at 7 or 
8 pm and invariably go until 10. That’s 
just too late. 


Occasionally I'll go to some Sunday after- 
noon or Saturday evening concerts, but 
these days that’s about the only time I can 
find to go out.

Introduction to the public 
will be an inaugural concert featuring Layton “Skip” James on 
Sunday, May 16, 2004 at 5:30 pm, with a reception immedi- 
ately following. An Open House will be held in the afternoon 
from 1:00 — 3:00 where the public can play the organ and meet 
the specialists from C.B. Fisk. Shepherd of the Hills is located 
at 3920 N. Victoria St. in Shoreview (1 % blocks north of I- 
694). For more information about the church and especially the 
new pipe organ, visit the church’s website at 


_ This large and growing congregation embarked on a building 
plan several years ago and constructed a large new sanctuary. 

The new building is constructed of concrete, plaster and 

wood (maple), with acoustical 

design by Dana Kierkegaard. A combination of fixed pews 

and movable chairs allows for many settings for worship and 

musical events. 


In the early 1990s the organ committee hired me as their 
consultant to travel with them to hear many instruments by 

several builders with local installations.

THE CHORALE 


PRELUDES OF FLOR PETERS 
Reviewed by Philip Steen 


Flor Peeters is remembered by many as a Belgian composer, 
teacher, and organist. Beginning in 1931, he served as profes- 
sor of organ at the Conservatory in Ghent and in 1952 he be- 
came the director of the Antwerp Conservatory. He was one of 
the foremost teachers in Belgium. 


In the later years of his life, Flor Peeters composed 213 hymn 
preludes that are in a collection called, Hymn Preludes for the 
Liturgical Year, Opus 100. There are also some additional 
prelude collections with earlier opus numbers, 30 Chorale 
Preludes, opus 68, 69, 70 and Ten Chorale Preludes on Gre- 
gorian Hymns, opus 75, 76, 77. 


This article lists these collections. I found these volumes full of 
settings of well-known hymn melodies. Although contemporary 
in sound, they remind me of the various styles used by Bach. 
Enclosed in this article is a listing of the volumes, and I have 
included one or two suggestions that I found useful in a worship 
setting.

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Lausanne. Steve Malionek, project manager, did much of the 
mechanical design just before heading to Switzerland last sum- 
mer to assist with reed voicing. The opening concert in Swit- 
zerland was scheduled for December 5, and the voicing crews 
were busy completing work there and at Furman University 
concurrently. Had the Shoreview organ been delivered in No- 
vember of 2003 when construction was completed, it would 
have had to sit, unvoiced, until the voicing crews were available 
in February. 

On a very cold day in January the congregation of Shepherd of 
the Hills gathered to unload a huge semi truck. (Pictures of this 
process, and the following assembly, can be seen at the Fisk 
website, www.cbfisk.com.) Within one week the case of solid 
maple and cherry was assembled, with wind, action and electri- 
cal work following for several weeks. Voicing has continued 
unabated since then. As of March 21, 2004, the flue voicing is 
essentially complete, with reed voicing yet to be done.

taining a Fisk, having been enthralled by the sound and quality 
of the organ at House of Hope. In 1998 the congregation voted 
to enter into a contract with Fisk for Opus 122, a 26-stop organ 
designed by Fisk president Steve Dieck.

Situated in a corner of the 
building with angled walls and ceiling like a megaphone, the 
organ has no back or roof. Pipes of the Eastern White Pine 16’ 
Contrebasse and the 8’ Principal are in the façade. The Contre- 
basse mouths speak into the case, removing any temptation to 
set choir music or hymnals inside the mouths! The blower is in 
a side room and a single large wedge bellows supplies air to the 
three main wind chests. When the organ is running, the air sys- 
tem is virtually silent. The swell is closest to the keydesk on 
the left end, with shutters on two sides. In the middle is the

signed a contract with Fisk shortly before theirs. The size and 
scope of the Lausanne organ immediately delayed delivery of 
Opus 122 to Shoreview for several years. Until Lausanne, 
House of Hope has remained the largest organ ever built by the 
Fisk shop. The church has been patiently waiting for a long 
time — long enough to complete the fund-raising campaign. 


Construction was completed in Gloucester in late 2003, but 
delivery was delayed until January 2004, again because of

great/pedal chest, with the basses of the 16’ Bourdon and 8’ 
Spire Flute occupying the right end of the case. The full-length 
16’ Trombone and trebles of the 16’ Contrebasse are on the 
floor in the back corner, speaking directly up at the angled ceil- 
ing above. The 8’ Harmonic Flute shares its bottom two oc- 
taves with the 8’ Spire Flute, and several stops of the great are 
shared with the pedal via transmission. This design saves space 
and gives a relatively small organ greater versatility for service 
playing. Key and stop action are all mechanical. Q
